■WASHisaToji, Doc. 4.— The measago 
of President CTeveland wae shorter 
than Qsnal. for him, containing but 
about 13,000 worda In brief it was as 
follows: 

To the Congreea of the United Ststeai 

The constitutional duty which reanires 
the president from time to time to gfre to 
the congress information of the state oi 
the Union and recommend to their conaid- 
ermtion such measures as he shall Judge 
neoesaary and e*pe<llent, is fittingly en- 
tered upon by commending to the congress 
a careful examination of the detailed state- 
ments and well supported recommenda- 
tions contained in the reports of the heads 
of de|Utrtments. who are chiefly charged 
with the executive work of the govem- 
ment. In an effort to abridge this commu- 
nication as much as is consistent with ita 
purpose, I shall supplement a brief refer- 
ence to the contents of these departmental 
reports by the mention of such executive 
busineae anil incidents as are not embraced 
therein, and by such recommendationa as 
appear to be at this particular time appro- 
pnatsi 

Foreign Rslallons. 

While our foreign relations have not at 
all times during the past year been en- 
tirely free from perplexity, no embarrass- 



ing ^tuation remains that will not yield to 
the spirit of fairness and love of Justice, 
whfam. Joined with consistent firmness, 
characterixe a truly American foreign 
gmUcy. 

My predecessor having accepted the 
wftice of arbitrator of the long standing 
missions boundary dispute, tendered to 
the president by the Argentine Republic 
and Brazil, it has been my agreeable duty 
to receive the special envoys commissioned 
l^y those stated to lay before me evidence 
and argumenta in behalf of their respective 
governments. 

Tbs outbreak of domestic hoatilities in 
the Republic of Brasil found the United 
States alert to watch the interests of our 
citizens in that country, with which we 
carry on important commerce. 

Several vessels of our new navy are now, 
and for some time have been, stationed at 
Kio de Janeiro. Tl;e struggle being be- 
tween the established guverument, which 
controls thr machinery of adi^ustration, 
and with whi<'h we maintain twndly rela- 
tiona, and certain officers of the navy em- 
ploying the vessels of their command in an 
sUtack upon the national capital and chief 
neaport, and larking, as it d<ies, the elr- 
mentaof divide<i administration, I have 
failed to see that the insiirgent.scan rtvuon-

naturHli/.<d eitiza'iis returning to the land 
of tluir i»irtii liave nnseii in our Intercourse 
with Iremianv, our relations with that 
country continue satisfactory. 

The questions affecting our relations 
with (Jre.ut BrUalii have l>een treated in a 
spirit of friendlinesa. Negotiations are In 
pn>gress lietwi'en the two govenimenta 
with a view to such concurrent action as 
will make the award and regulations 
kgnvsi upon by the iiebring sea tnhiinal of 
arbitration practically effective, and it Is 
not iloiibtert that tlreat Britain will co- 
operate freely with this country for the ac- 
complishment of that purpose. 

The dispute growing out of the discrim- 
inating tolls of the Welland canal, upon 
cargoes of cereals bound to and from the 
lake porta of the United States, was ad- 

i us ted by the substitution of a more etjuita- 
ile schnlule of charges, and my prede- 
cessor thereupon siiapenaed bia proclama- 
tion inipoaing diacnmiuating toils upon 
British tranait through our canals. 

A reuuest for additions to the list of ex- 
traditable offenses covere<l by tha existing 
treaty liets-een the two countries is under 
consideration. 

During the past year an American citizen 
empIoyM in a sulmrdinate commercial 
position in llayti, after suffering a pnv 
tracted imprisonment on an unfoumled 
charge of smuggling, was finally liberateil 
upon Judicial examination. Upon urgent 
representation to the Haytian government, 
a suitable indemnity was paid to the suf- 
ferer. By a law of Hayti, a sailing vessel 
having discharged her cargo, U refused 
clearance until the duties on such cargo 
have been paid. The hardship of this 
measure upon American ship owner* who 
conduct the bulk of the carrying trade of 
that country has lieen insists on with a 
view of securing the removal of this cause 
of compIainL 

L'pou receiving authentic Information of 
the firing upon an American mail steamer 
touching at the port of Amapala because 
her captain refused to deliver up a |iasaeu- 
ger in transit from Nicarasnia to Uuate- 
mala upon demand of the military authori- 
ties of Honduras onr minister to that coun- 
try under Instructions protested against 
the wanton act and demanded aatisfactiun. 
The government of Iluuduraa, actuated by 
a sense of justice and in a spirit of the ut- 
most friendship, promptly uisavowmi the 
lllegai conduct of its omcers and expressed 
sincere regret for the occurrence. 

It is confidently anticipated that a satis- 
factory adjustment will soon be reached of 
the questions arising out of the seixiiie and 
use of American vessels by insurgents in 
Honduras and the subsequent denial by 
the succcKsful government of commercial 
privilegea to tbtsie vessels on that account. 

A notable part of the aoutheaaterly coast 
of Liberia, between the Cavally and San 
Pedro rivers, which for nearly naif a cen- 
tury has been generally recognized as be- 
longing to that republic by oeaaiun and 
purchaae, haa been claimed to be under the 
protectorate of France in virtue of agree- 
nienta entered into by the native tribes 
over whom I Jberia's control has not been 
Well maintained. 

More recently negotlationa between the 
Liberian representattve and the French 

f ovemment reeulted in the signature at 
’aris of a treaty whereby aa an adjust- 
ment certain iJberian territoir is oedm to 
France. This convention at last advices 



overthrown and a treaty of annexation had 
lM*en nrgutiateti Ih-Isii-ii the provi-ional 
go^ eminent of the ielaiidx ainl the Ciiitetl 
Slates and Hiiliiuitli>«l lo the wiiate f ir rati 
fication.

1 am satisfied that tlie re- 
duce«l tariff duties nnivided for lu the pro- 
(Msasl legislation, oiliied to existing Internal 
revenue taxation, will in lb* near future, 
though pertia(M not iiniuedlately, produce 
BUfficient revenue to uuwt the neesis uf tbs 
giivernmeiit. 

The coiiiinitlee. after full conaideratlon, 
and to provide againat a teiu[M>rary ile- 
flriency which may exist la-fore the buai- 
nesa uf the country adjuaU itself to tbe 
new tariff schedules, have wisely enibra*9ed 
in their plan a few additional internal rav- 
eune taxes, inclndlng a small Ux upon in- 
comes derivetl from cerlalu *air(a>rate In- 
vtwtmeiita. 

These new aaa es amrnta are not only ab- 
solutely Just and easily borne, but they 
have the further merit of tialDg such as 
can la; rriiiltted without unfavorable husi- 
neits dlat urbane* wbeiievar the neoeesity of 
their iiiipoeition no longer exista. 

In my great desire fur the siioccoe of this 
measure 1 can not nwtraln tbe suggeation 
that ita succ-eaa can only b* allied by 
means of unseltiah couasal en th* part ot 
the friends ot tariff reform, and aa reault 
of tbeir williu(ni<*astoaub*>rdinat« |M*rsonal 
desiriM aud tmbitions to tha general gu^. 
The local iuleresu affected by the propia- 
ed reform are so iiiimeroua and so varied 
that if all are insist*-*] u|wii ths legiHUtiou 
cmbcslying the reform muat Inevitably 
(ail.
